London, Aug. 14—Viscount North­ 
cliffe, noted British publisher, died thif 
morning. 
* The death of no other unofficial per­ 
son could have made a deeper impres­ 
sion 
in England than that of Lord 
Northcliffe. The news was not a sur­ 
prise as the bulletins issued by the 
doctors during the past week clearly 
indicated that their patient was dying. 
The nature of the fatal disease ha. 
not yet been revealed. 
Lord Northcliffe 
was by 
far the 
most noted figure in British journal­ 
ism . 
» 
Viscount Northcliffe, the son of ani 
Irish barrister, became an editor at 17, 
years, owner and publisher of the Lon­ 
don Times and Daily Mail, the moulder 
of public opinion, a man of powerful 
influence in the making and unmaking 
of British 
cabinets 
and, who with 
David Lloyd George, contributed in a 
great measure to arousing England to 
a more vigorous action in the war. 
He was created Baron of the Isle of 
Thariet in 1905 and made a Viscount 
in 1917 after he had served with dis­ 
tinction as head of the British Mission 
to the 
United States to 
consolidate 
British interests here during the war. 
To Viscount Northcliffe is ascribed 
the arousing of the British public to a 
knowledge of the fact that the British 
army in 
France was 
insufficiently 
equipped with high explosive shells, 
that British guns on the French front 
were short of ammunition and that 
Lord Kitchener, 
then Secretary 
of 
State for War, was sending the Brit­ 
ish gunners shrapnel while Sir John 
French, was commander, was appeal­ 
ing for the same kind of high explo­ 
sives that Germany was hurling ovetf 
the lines in vast quantities. 
This exposure has been characteriz­ 
ed as one of the outstanding journalis­ 
tic feats of the war. 
It resulted rn 
the 
appointment 
of 
David 
Lloyd 
George as the first British Minister of 
Munitions and put him on the road to 
become Prime Minister. 
Lord Northcliffe was ill at the timd 
the Armistice was signed. His illness 
was diagnosed as due to adenoma of 
the thyroid gland, for which he under­ 
went an operation in June, 1919. Al­ 
though he was incapacitated, he exert­ 
ed considerable influence on the Brit­ 
ish government during the Peace Con­ 
ference at Versailles. 
Plans were made early in 1921 for 
a world tour. 
The start was delayed 
until July because of labor trouble, in­ 
volving the publishing industry, and 
a renewal of hostilities between Lloyd 
George and himself.

Midwestern Fields Infected. Seek 
Varieties of Grain Immune 
to Parasite. 


(By Associated Press) 
Washingon, Aug. 14— Farmers in 
the mid-western wheat fields where 
the spread of flag smut among the 
crops is causing increased loss 4>i 
the harvest, are urged by experts,of 
the agriculture department to plant 
varieties next fall which are immune 
to the parasite or more highly re ­ 
sistant. 
The region adjacent to St. 
Louis in 
Illinois and 
Missouri has 
been found 
to contain 
an area of 
about 700 square miles in which the 
spores are spreading rapidly, where, 
in 1911, only 72 .square miles were 
infected. 
The 
department experts 
believe that attem pts at eradication 
are likely to fail and that change in 
planting is the only means of check­ 
ing the spread. 
The damage wrought by the smut 
amounts to a large figure. 
In Aus­ 
tralia, where conditions are similar 
to those in some parts of this coun­ 
try fields show losses as high as 20 
per cent, it is said, and the infection 
is, in general, like that of bunt 
or 
sticking 
smut in 
our own 
wheat 
growing regions. 
In the two states 
where this 
smut has 
been found, 
parts of fields have shown losses as 
high as 20 per cent, but it is doubt­ 
ful if field losses 
there 
have ever 
been as much as 5 per cent of the 
crop. 
A number of 
varieties of wheat 
grown in this area have been found 
not to take the disease at all or to 
be highly resistant to it. 
Of 
the 
soft winter wheats,* Red Rock, Stoner 
or Marvelous, Fulcaster, 
Mammoth 
Red and Dietz are in this class. 
Of 
the hard, red winter wheats, Illinois 
10-110, Kanred, Illinois 12-41 
and 
P-1068, are highly resistant if not 
immune, 
the 
Department 
states. 
Numerous other strains and varieties 
have 
shown 
high 
resistance, 
but 
some varieties that have been very 
popular in 
this district 
have been 
found 
to 
take 
flag 
infection very 
readily.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 14—A to­ 
tal of $340,733,900 of Liberty 
bonds 
and Victory notes 
are retired during 
the last fiscal year by the Treasury at 
a cost of $338,847,899 
out of repay­ 
ments of principal by foreign govern­ 
ments, arid through the operations of 
the sinking fund, it was reported to­ 
night by Secretary Mellon. 
Bonds retired by foreign repayments 
were 4(4 per cent bonds of the third 
loan totaling $04,837,900 face amount 
at a cost of $64,567,997. 
Repayments 
included 
$32,511,994 by 
the French 
Government, $30,500,000 by the Brit­ 
ish Government on account of Pittman 
silver, $378,500 by the Cuban Govern­ 
ment, $440,558 by the Belgian Gov­ 
ernment and $48,564 by the Servian 
Government. 
“For the most part,” Secretary Mel­ 
lon said, “these payments were made 
on special account, or by way of ad­ 
justm ent of accounts, and should 
not 
be taken to indicate that any general 
program of repayment of the foreign 
'obligations has begun.” 


England Plans To Increase Number of 
Flying Ships. 


(By Associated Press) 
London, Aug. 14.—“The navy of the 
future must take to the air; other­ 
wise it will he at a hopless disadvant­ 
age,” said Captain Viscount Curzon 
in the House of Commons when the 
naval estimates carne up for discus­ 
sion. 
Ile pointed out that according 
to the latest figures the navy had only 
nine fighting airplanes, in contrast 
with the 86 possessed by the United 
States navy. 
To offset the allegation of Captain 
Curzon, the Air Ministry has issued a 
statement declaring the British navy 
to be better equipped with airplanes 
than that of any other power and 
claiming no fewer than 98 fighting air 
machines in commission, with a large 
number of reserves. 
George 
Lambert, a former 
Civil 
Lord of the Admiralty, ’expressed the 
opinion that the British navy was 
very inadequately equipped with air­ 
craft. "Can the navy say that from 
the defensive point of view the money 
of the taxpayer is being spent to the 
Le^t advantage?” he asked. 
“ You 
are going to spend A’l 6,000,000 on two 
new battleships, but it is useless to 
spend money on capital ships unless 
you have sufficient aircraft for the 
ships you already possess.”

Washington, 
D. C., 
Aug. 14— 
I reduction of bituminous coal during 
the week ending Saturday is esti­ 
mated by the 
geological survey at 
approximately 4,800,000 net tons, or 
500,000 tons more 
than the output 
for the previous week. 
The increase, the survey stated in 
its weekly report, was due to a re­ 
duction in traffic on railroads serv­ 
ing non-union fields, and in a very 
small way to “increased production 
in fields hitherto throttled 
by

strike.” 
Production 
of 
anthracite 
during 
last week was less than 50,000 tons, 
the survey reported. 
The total out­ 
put of all coal for the week, anthra­ 
cite and bituminous, was calculated 
at 
4,830,000 
tons—approximately 
5,000,000 tons below normal produc­ 
tion. 
In the corresponding week of 
1921 a total of 9,543,000 tons of an­ 
thracite and bituminous coal were 
mined, while 
in the

period of 1920 the total production 
reached 12,232,000 tons.

Large Number Attended Demon­ 
strations in County Last 
Week. 


One hundred and seventy five Ad­ 
ams county 
poultry raisers learned 
how to make fewer hens pay bigger 
returns sa a result of the eleven cull­ 
ing demonstrations held by the Ad~ 
j anis County F'arm Bureau in different 
sections of the county last week. As­ 
sistant County Agent, S. B. Shenk in 
arranging for these meetings, secur­ 
ed the services of P. L. Sanford, poul­ 
try specialist 
of the 
Pennsylvania 
State College, who discussed the prin­ 
ciples and gave each person present 
an opportunity to put the principles 
into active practice. 
With an under­ 
standing of the 
characteristics that 
are indicative of a good layer, many 
of these who attended the meetings 
continued the culling practice on their 
own flocks after the demonstration. 
The value of culling, according to 
Mr. P. L. Sanford, lies in the fact 
that poor hens can be removed with­ 
out any appreciable reduction in the 
egg yield of the flock, while the feed 
that would ordinarily be wasted in the 
cull hen is utilized more profitably in 
growing out young stock. 
Regular 
monthly culling of the flock 
during 
tho summer also permits the sale of 
non-layers at hettei prices than are to 
be obtained in the fall. 
Gradual dis­ 
posal of the poor hens, month 
after 
month, finally* results 
in a flock of 
high producers because the hen that 
continues to lay until late summer is 
a good layer the year round. By breed­ 
ing from these hens year after year, 
a breeder may find it possible to in­ 
crease the average production of his 
flock by forty or more eggs per hen, 
the specialist says. 
In demonstrations conducted by the 
State College Poultry Extension De­ 
partment last year, one-fourth of the 
93,000 hens examined 
were rejected 
as culls. 
Careful 
records kept 
on 
these flocks showed that the egg yield 
remained practically the same. 
The 
flocks represented by the 14,000 peo­ 
ple who attended these meetings, to­ 
talled nearly one million hens. 
The 
coat of the feed that is annually con­ 
sumed by tw’enty-five per cent of these 
birds, should alone be sufficient to

Hadltesided Near Baltimore. 
All three men at one tim e lived 
near Baltimore.

While F’ritz was telling the Stitleys 
and the Shepherds about “ shooting 
Sam: Bradford,” the body of the latter 
had been found by Lee Boone lying 
along the road leading to Fritztow n, 
F’ritz sat chatting with th e Shep­ 
herds and Stitleys until nearly mid­ 
night.

In canning work one of the most 
important considerations is the time 
required for the food at the center 
of the container to reach the tem pera­ 
ture of the retort or water bath in 
which it is being processed.

The 
results of this experimentation are of 
Interest to scientific workers in the 
field, to commercial canneries, and 
similar large-scale handlers of foods. 
Destroys Bacteria. 
Successful preservation of foods by 
canning is due primarily to the fact 
that in the processing, or cooking, the 
bacteria and 
other 
micro-organisms 
which cause spoilage are destroyed. 
Since the elimination of these micro­ 
organisms is dependent upon the use 
ut heat as a sterilizing ageut, it be­ 
comes of paramount importance to 
know just what tem perature arid proc­ 
essing periods will destroy them, 
lf 
uniformly good results are to be ex­ 
pected a 
sufficient degree of heat 
must penetrate to all parts of the 
can or ja r and must he maintained 
long enough to render all ndcro-organ- 
isms harmless. 
Before an accurate 
Judgment as to the proper cooking 
period can he found it is necessary 
to know how long a time is required 
for tile heat to reach the food at the 
center of the container. 
The mercury thermometer, lf proper­ 
ly calibrated and standardized, has 
been found sufficiently accurate for 
pructicul work.

second group consists of materials of 
a heavy or pasty nature that are 
packed in such a way that little or no 
convection can occur, as with corn or 
sweet potatoes.

of tem perature in tins group is very 
slow. 
Sometimes mechanical agitation 
is employed. 
Variations in the com­ 
position of the material, however, have 
very little effect lf the consistency of 
the material is such that convection 
can occur.------ 


Salt Has Little Effect 
Salt has very little direct effect 
upon the rate of change of tem pera­ 
ture in the can. Dilute sugar solutions 
have only a small effect, but the con­ 
centrated solutions retard tile rat^ til 
change. Solutions of starch ulso retard 
it. In 5 per cent starch the consistency 
becomes such that all convection is 
stopped and the rate of change is very 
slow. 
Other material of a viscous n a ­ 
ture, such as protein or pectin, retards 
the rate of change of temperature. The 
retarding effect of a glass container is 
of more Importance In the first group 
than in the second. Glass cools faster 
than tin in the air, but cannot Is* 
ewoled in water. 
Differences in the diameter of the 
container tire only of importance in 
the proiHnising of materials of heavy 
consistency such as corn. W hether the 
processing tem perature is IOO degrees, 
I OI* degrees, 100 degrees, or 121 de­ 
grees C., the tem perature of tile bath 
in* retort is reached in the container 
In approximately the same time. High­ 
er temperatures, however, break down 
the tissues of tomatoes, which are a 
striking exception to the rule. Both the 
single period and Intermittent i»n>ees- 
ses are studied In ibis bulletin, whjf*h 
Is available upon application *14 the 
United Staten D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture.
